at $115.000,000.

is provided in the arrangement by 
which the American government, in 
accepting that figure as a lump sum 
basis of settlement subject to the ap- 
proval of congress, has conceded a re- 
duction of $3,673,095 from the obliga- 
tion as recorded on the treasury's 
books.

by the two commissions a. divergence 
that presented 
apparently the only 


difficulty in the negotiations. 


Having reached an accord on that

payments was readily agreed upon. To 
accommodate the fiscal position of the 
Czecho-Slovakian government, the ar- 
rangement provides for the payment 
beginning next December of .$3,000,000 
annually on principal and interest dur- 
ing the first 18 months.

EVADING THE ISSUE 


"Our reply to the charge that prohibi- 


tion is a failure is that prohibition has not 
been tried.'' 


This statement by the public policy 


committee of the Eock River conference 
of the Methodist church in convention in 
Elgin. 111., is of course no answer to the 
charge. It is merely an evasion by £laim- 
ing a different definition for the word Pro- 
hibition. It is the same triek the vaude- 
ville artist uses when he says, "Prohibi- 
tion, yes when does it start?" 


The statement does not alter the fact 


that if we have not tried prohibition, we 
have tried to try it. It does not deny that 
there has been an amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States for nearly 
five years which forbids the manufacture, 
sale and transportation of intoxicating 
liquor, and that the legislation necessary 
to make the amendment effective has been 
written and millions of dollars have been 
spent to enforce it. 


If the statement means that we have 


not tried prohibition in the sense that we 
have not experienced it though the need- 
ed legisfation has been a fact for several 
years then a reasonable man would say 


• that the law was a failure. 


If it is meant that prohibition has not 


been tried in the sense, that there has been 
no attempt to enforce it. this is denied 
by the government appropriations and ex- 
penditures for this purpose which are 
probably very much greater than those for 
the enforcement of any other federal law. 
If it is meant that sufficient effort to en- 
force the law has not been put forth, the 
question arises as to what extent efforts 
should be made to enforce this law and 
then are such efforts possible. If, as this 
report says, "the friends and promoters of 
prohibition have fyeen idle at their posts." 
we should like to know why unless it be 
that they have felt the task a hopeless .one, 
and perhaps an extremely unpopular one 
that might'well be left to paid government 
employes. 


If prohibition has not been "tried," 


because no one will attempt to enforce the 
law. 
then we should say that despite the 


fact that it has never been tried the law 
that calls for the attempt is so far a fail- 
ure.

A resolution just passed by the Los An- 


geles chamber of commerce appeals to 
congress to "more scientifically equalize 
the levies on earned and unearned in- 
comes." and prefaces its plea with these 
" whereases:''

federal income tax returns has disclosed

comes are practically equivalent to a cap- 
ital 
tax 
on salaried people and wage 


earners, and many a widow, without sup- 
port, is faced with the tax on her hus- 
band's wages for the past year, adding 
one tragedy to another." 


The ma» hardest hit by the income 


tax, and for whom it is in fact a "capital 
tax." is the salaried employe or wage 
earner who has no equivocal business
